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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment would necessitate the extension of the examination to compounds species other than 
the two that have already been examined. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to the request to withdrawn the finality 
of the previous office action, the previous amendment did necessitate the new rejection by rendering the elected specie allowable and thus 
requiring the extension of the examination to another compound specie. Applicant argues that the hydroxy substitution in the 2- 
hydroxyphenyl moiety of the compound of Lee et al, excludes the compound from the instant claims (p. 1 0 and 1 1 of the reply filed June 3, 
2009). This is found unpersuasive because it is noted that the negative limitation (c) in the last 3 lines of claim 1 9 specifies that R2 is not a 
phenyl substituted by one or more of the substituents listed in the alternative. The R2 group of 2-amino-6-[5-(2-fluoro-4-methylbenzoyl)-2- 
hydroxyphenyl]-N-[2-(1-pyrrolidinyl)ethyl]-4-pyrimidinecarboxamide is not a phenyl substituted by nitro, NH2, etc.. As currently drafted, the 
claim does not require that the phenyl not be substituted by ANY of the listed substituents, the phenyl need only to not be substituted by 
any one of the listed substituents. Additionally it is noted that an amendment requiring that the phenyl not be substituted by ANY of the 
listed substituents would require further search and consideration. 
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
